Remember There Are Good Boys Too 


A spate of vicious nonsense is being 
talked in Vancouver about the current 
wave of juvenile hoodlumism being pro- 
moted by “some: organization trying to 
undermine Canadian law and order.” 

An unnamed authority is quoted in 
The Vancouver Sun as saying: 

“This is deeper than just hoodlumism. 
Can you imagine what the effect would be 
in a new war with undisciplined, authority- 
hating youths like these in the armed 
forces ?”’ 

Now we are not going to quarrel with 
the speculation that some inimical foreign 
country is inciting our young fellows to 
wear zoot suits, pick fights, smash win- 
dows and carry spring knives. 

An inimical foreign country would like 
nothing better than to see such things 
happen. And it may be so, although we 
think it is a little more than far-fetched. 

While we admit that it may be possible, 


we would also point out the danger of 
blaming on Soviet Russia social mishaps 
that are caused by our own slackness and 
indifference. 

What we do object to most vehemently 
it the assumption, in the words of this 
expert, that there are enough young 
hoodlums in this country to seriously im- 
pair the efficiency of an army. 

In the first place, we believe that al- 
most any sergeant-major could deal with 
hoodlumism with fair success. 

In the second place, hoodlumism has 
not reached so deeply into Canadian youth 
as all that. 

For every bad boy there are a thou- 
sand good boys. 

Only the good boys don’t do these 
things which break into the news. 

The youth of this country is still sound 
and decent and responsible and we 
shouldn't sell it short. 


It’s a Matter of Merchandising 


Perturbed by the manner in which 
oleomargarine has cut into butter sales in 
Canada, dairy interests are asking for 
legislation prohibiting the inclusion of 
coloring material with packets of mar- 
garine. 

Some of them are asking that the oils 
from which margarine is manufactured be 
barred from Canada. 

The first request is not very weighty 
because any housewife can buy in almost 
any store the coloring material which 
dairies themselves use for tinting butter. 

At any rate the cost factor is the chief 
reason why margarine sales have threat- 
ened the dairy industry for which all 
intelligent consumers will have a good 
deal of sympathy. 


But while this is the chief factor and 
beyond the contro] of dairymen, there is 
another factor that the dairymen can 
control, 

Margarine sales have increased, not 
only because it is cheaper than butter, but 
because it is merchandized more effici- 
ently than butter. 

The consistent advertising campaign 
carried on by the margarine manu- 
facturers has had a tremendous influence 
in increasing its consumption. 

Dairymen might very well follow the 
example of the margarine people in this 
regard. 

An extensive campaign to resell the 
public on the virtues of fine, rich, tasty 
butter would probably accomplish wonders 
for the industry.

20th edition of your paper, you 
published a letter from one of 
your readers entitled “Working 
Wives.” 

Like the writer of this article, 
I feel that it is just about time 
something was done about work- 
ing wives. During the war years 
the excuse was used that they 
were needed. They neglecied 
their homes and children, even 
their husbands, for the eternal 
dollar. The result, growing alarm 
and concern on the part of juve- 
nile courts over children who 
have been so sadly neglected they 
have turned from their homes for 
that which their home did not 
offer—a mother. 

We see these working wives, at 
lunch counters, any noon or cof- 
fee hour, sucking on the ever- 
lasting cigarette, attempting to 
catch the eye of every male 
along the counter, while our re- 
turned men and young boys and 
girls must do without the neces- 
sities of life. Many of these wives 
will not bear children for the 
simple reason they prefer the 
dollar bill to the love and laugh- 
ter of a loving child.

Much of this work comes 
from reviewing old existing by- 
laws and arriving at a modern 
up-to-date version, Certainly one 
of these existing bylaws that 
needs overhauling is the one re- 
garding the licencing of fish 
dealers, 

This ancient and existing model 
calls for a sum of $25 being de- 
posited for the privilege of hay- 
ing fish for sale, either fresh, 
frozen or by the piece. 

In comparison, I add that to 
handle meat,"the same merchant 
or butcher has to pay only $10 
for this privilege and while com- 
paring it is only fair to say that 
he will sell from 80 to 90 per cent 
more meat than fish, Wouldn't a 
$10 licence for both or for each 
be sufficient? 

With the advent and progress 
in these past years of freezing 
and packaging, the days of the 
fish block are certainly number- 
ed. The housewife of today will 
fipd at her own neighborhood 
grocer, a good selection of both 
local and salt water fish fillets 
that have been filleted, packaged, 
and frozen under the most rigid 
sanitary conditions and transport- 
ed to her through the medium 
of refrigerated traing and trucks 
to her own grocers $500 freezer

noted as North America’s oldest 
industry and is still growing. 
Canada today has the jargest in- 
land fresh water fishery in the

Maybe the bylaws committee 
will hasten to change the exist- 
ing $25 licence to a moderate $10 
fee and allow Edmontonians to 
Teap the benefit through a larger 
and broader fish selection, not 
two to five miles away, but in 
their own grocer's deep freeze.

The young man had married an 
English girl, who is soon to give 
birth to a baby, He was invited 
to London by what looks like 
pretty shady douwble-talk or 
double-dealing. He was offered 
what looks far too much like an 
Official bribe to get ort of his 
country—and to take his pregnant 
wife with him, The real season 
for this is probably the threat 
for racist-fascist South Africa, 

British Imperial rule in Africa 
was probably more benevolent 
than any other foreign domina- 
tion in history, It often came, in 
fact, as a liberation from previous

Women to Blame 
For Political 
Failure This 


VANCOUVER, March 22,—(CP 
—Women should etop belittling 
themselves, says Miss Lillian Thom- 
son of Teronto, national director of 
the YWCA, 

“Every time a woman describes 
herself as a ‘mere housewife,’ or 
‘only a housewife’ she pins a label 
on herself as a second-class citizen 
and other people are apt to accept 
her at her own valuation,” says 
Miss Thomson. 

Speaking at the Vancouver 
YWCA yesterday, Miss Thomson 
said women seem “hounded by a 
feeling of inferiority.” 

“I don't think the average wo- 
man realizes how much her com- 
munity and her country need her 
contribution.” 

She was asked #r her opinion 
on “why Canadian women seem to 
be failing to get women into the 
house of commons and, to a large 
extent, into the provincial govern- 
ment.” 

Miss Thomson said she did not 
entirely subscribe to the theory 
that “women don’t yote for women.” 

On the question of whether a suf- 
ficient number of women belonged 
io political parties, she said a 
show of hands at meetings in Re- 
gina and Lethbridge had revealed 
that “in some cases about one-third 
and in others as low as one-tenth 
of those present belonged to a 
political party.”
